man could fail to realize that the bat- 
tleship Maine was destroyed through 
the cowardice and perfidy of Spanish 
officials, who by their action made their 
government responsible for the crime. 


The same officials who had laid the 


mine had anchored the Maine over it 
and had exploded it. The act was cow- 
ardly and perfidious in the extreme and 
constituted warfare.

he entered the law otttce or is. 


W. Evans as a law student. He was 
a very close student and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1876. InT 
1880 


he formed a partnership with Is. \\. 
Evans. 
In the law practice tins 


partnership continued 
until 1885. 


In 1884 Mr. IDawson was elected to 
the office of probate judge and was 
re-elected ^in 1887. In his 
official 


, capacity he made an excellent officer, 
lust and accommodating with his con- 
stituents. In 1891 he formed a law- 
partnership with A. T. Holcomb. 
This continued until Mr. Holcomb 
took charge of the Davis estate, Citi- 
•/.ens Savings-bank, etc. Since that 
time Mr. Dawson has continued the 
practice of law .alone. He was a 
member of the board of education at 
the time of his death, a position he 
has held about six years. He took 
a great interest in educational mat- 
ters and made a valuable member of 
the school board. 


He was recognized as a lawyer of 


ability and was frequently called to 
other counties in the district to as- 
sist in important litigations. He was 
also an active politician, assisting 
with his labor and advice in almost 
every campaign since his coming to 
the city.

In 187!) he was married to 
Miss 


Lizzie .Wood, daughter of benjamin 
Wood, formerly in businscss on Chilli- 
cothe street. The wife and seven 
children—six sons and one daughter 
—survive to mourn the loss of the 
husband and father. Several brotheis 
and sisters of the deceased lives in 
this county, one sister, Mrs. W. 0. 
Taylor, residing in this city.
